By voting to ITemove Lee，the 
majority of the board members 
Were apparently trying to“amelio- 
rate”a sticky jlegal Situation，ac- 
cording to one attotney involved im 
the case. But the action may have 
plunged them deeper into a legalis- 
tic quagmire of their own making. 

Many speakers from the Chinese 
community who addressed the 
board members questioned their 
competence and their ability to ef 
fectively serve the district's Stu- 
dents. 

Indeed，from theit- public per- 
formancei it apPpeared thatsome of 
the board membeis Were more 
interested in making self-serving 
quips and arguing amongstithem- 
selves about the fine points of par- 
liamentary procedure than in giving 
serious consideration to the merits 
of the resolution to demote Frances 
Lee. 

At the outset of the meeting， 
Which Lee's attorney characterized 
as aso-called hearing， he put the 
board on notice that he was Pre- 
pared to take legal action Should 
they vote to demote his client. 

He told the members they had a 
“legal and moral right and obliga- 
tion to cast their vote after exercis- 
ing independent judgment and 
fairly and impartially considering 
all of the pertinent facts and cir- 
cumastances.” 

PROCEDURE 

He also pointed out that the 
board's own admiiiistrative regula- 
tions on demotions，spelling out 
specific procedure for notification 
arid fair hearing，would be violated 
should they vote to _ remove Lee 
from the _ directors post at the 
Chinatown Center. 

Later，a representative from the 
City Attorney's Of 铂 ce restated his 
advice to the board about the reso- 
lution to remove Lee-. 

“You made an illegal appoint- 
ment,”he warned,“and its yOUT 
duty to undo it. And the :quicker 
you do it, the better.” 

Later，the attorney said that to 
wait for a _ court order from Judge 
Brown that might mandate a par- 
ticular course of action“would be 
disruptive to the democratic proc- 
eSS.

BEIJING 一 Over 10,000 per- 
Sons，including Practically the 
entire top level leadership in China， 
attended a memorial meeting_to 
honor the former head of state 
Chairman Liu Shaoqi (Liu Shao- 
chi) in the Great Hall of the People 
last Saturday. 

Liu, one of'the top leaders of the 
Chinese Communist Party，、was at- 
tacked by the Red Guards during 
the onset of the _ Cultural Revolu- 
tion and was the target of a vicious 
campaign of vilification: At the be- 


ginning of the Red Guard move- 
ment，Mao wrote a poster called 
“Bombard the Headquarters” 
which gave the signal for the youth 
to attack high of 从 cials such as Liu 
Shaoqi and Deng Xiaoping and to 
dismantie the party and govern- 
mental structures. The resulting 
chaos allowed a power group led by 
Maos wife Jiang Qing (Chiang 
Ching) and former defense minister 
Lin Biao (Lin Piao) to take control. 
Lin died in a.plane crash reportedly 
after an attempt to assassinate Mao 


More Than a Family Tragedy 


The large-scale memorial meeting held last Satur- 
day in Beijing to honor Liu Shaoqi (Liu Shao-chi) 
signifed the complete turnabout in China's official 
view toward this formerhead of state and toward the 


Cultural Revolution 


In 1966 when the Red Guards began to attack the 
top leadership throughout China, urged on by a rival 


group of poOwer-Seekers under Mao's scheming wife ， 


Jiang Qing (Chiang Ching), Mao was the head of the 
party while Liu was the head of state. Like thousands 


of other o 人 也 cials， 


intellectuals，and innocent citizens， 


Liu and his wife were thrown into Prison without trial 
or offhicial, indictment. Many were tortured to _ death， 
still more committed suicide. Under circumstances 
still not made public by the Chinese press, Liu died in 
1969 in jail. His family was not notified of his Sickness-. 
and death. By order of those in authority then， even 
his ashes were not allowed to be kept. (An account 
published in ,Hong Kong Said a worker in the crema- 
torlum recognized Liu's body, and secretly buried an 
urn with his ashes in an unmarked grave.) 
Newspapers in China in recent weeks have been 
publishing many articles about Liu. How his family 
suffered during this chaotic period was definitely not a 
unique experience. The difference is that Liu was the 
head of state. If such inhuman treatment could be 
given him，what protection could an ordinary citizen 


have?

Three years later，Liu died in 
prison. The exact cause of death 
has not been revealed. Some said 
that he died of an untreated ; 贡 - 
ness.

The May 17 memorial meeting 
was presided over by Premier Hua 
Guofeng.

The proposed master plan seeks 


to improve physical access to the 
bay on the ground level by remov- 
ing traffic constraints created by 
Parked cars，unstructured traffic， 
and the like. The roadway would 
be remodeled to increase the 
“urban amenity”of pedestrian 
Uses.， Rather than the current 
sprawling mass of parked cars and
